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Evolution Of French 
Public Law System 
Explained By Jurist 

M. Ettori Outlines Relation- 
ship Between Citizens 
And State

. AU Government Litigation 
Referred to Council

A concise yet all inclusive exposition 
of the relations existing between the 
French citizen and the State under the 
present Public Law was made by M. 
Charles Ettori, distinguished French 
Jurist, and Maître des Requêtes au 
Conseil d'Etat, yesterday noon before a 
numerous audience in the Law Lecture 
Room. In addition to the students 
present, the Con3ul-General of France, 
' Dr j Rene du Roure, and the memt°" 
'.of the Faculty of Law, headed by Dt— . 
Corbett . who welcomed the speaker, 
attended. . 
, In France, no action taken by a citi- 
zen against the Government, or any 
brirach of it, is heard by the regular 
civil law courts, but is instead referred 
to a special tribunal, the Conseil d'Etat. 
The Conseil d'Etat deals with all claims 
preferred against the Government, and 
M Judges them not according to the rules 
and regulations of the French Civil 
Code, but by a series of rules and regu- 
lations which have gradually grown up, 
and wl\ich are known as customary 
\iv. This customary law is very sim- 
ilar' to the English Common Law, 

Judged By Equity 
• The Conseil d'Etat is not strictly 
' bound by previous decisions given by 
itself, i.e. by the precedents set up. It 
can jud«e a case solely onvthe equity 
of the question. In one case which 
cam: up, a young girl received an In- 
Jury aud an action for damages was 
taken before the \Conseil d'Etat. , The 
0:n ;sil considered the equity of the 
claim, and considering that the girl's 
chance of marriage had been lessened 
by the marring of her charms as the

Product of Growth 
It must further be remembered that 
the present system of public law in 
France, is not the growth of just a few 
years, but the evolution of a process of 
law extending over a period of more 
tiiarr a century. For- example, it is 
only during the last thirty yews or 
so that French Jurists «ave said ^ 
an indemnity could be charged aga 
the sovereign.legislature tc , repair h 
losses caused by its acts. In 915. ti e 
French Government passed a law for-

The Student Christian Movement of 
McGill has been asked to contribute to 
a symposium by ten universities on 
this continent and in Europe. The 
subject will be "world peace." This 
project Is sponsored by the "Student 
World,"; a periodical published in Gen- 
eva by the World ' Student Christian 
Moverheni 

Recent reports show that the McGill. 
Student Christian Movement has be- 
come one of the leading organizations 
making up the National Movement 
across Canada. On every campus in 
Canada there is a branch of the S.C.M. , 
each of which sends a delegate to the 
national conference at Lajce Couchlch- 
ing each year in September. 

The ' Couchiphing conference, this, 
year brought to the eyes of the public 
the fact that from Atlantic to Pacific, 
students ' wers vitally interested in 
many of the same problems. There 
were also, local interests of a .rather 
varied nature, which were carried on 
in the college community. The Unl- S 
verslty of Manitoba Movement ; has 
been engaged in a study ot New Cana- 
dians Jn Winnipeg, and has provided 
recreational and', educational facilities 
for them. The Toronto Movement is 
continuing its program of last winter 
In the unemployed shelters, in Tor- 
onto, teaching folk dancing and -handi- 
crafts. Vancouver students^are study- 
ing the effects of Oriental immigration 
In British Columbia, ' and are making 
plans for another Pacific Area Confer- 
ence, similar to that held in 1931, when 
students from all the countries border™ 
lng on the Pacific met for the first 
time to study their common problems.

Feudal Origin 

Constitutionalism was said to be the. 
child of feudalism. The growth of 
parliament ' in the thirteenth century 
was due to * the. fact that the barons 
and nobles were protected from the 
king by feudal rights, and this was the 
beginning of the constitutional and 
parliamentary movement. "The card- 
inal fact of Magna Chart a was that the 
barons stood for law, and set law above 
the caprice ot the king . or of them- 
selves," said' Mr. Thomson. 

Simon "de Montef pit's parliament 
was the nucleus of the ; modern form. 
It set a precedent for the summoning 
of burghers, which Edward i imitated 
In his Parliament. The'House of Com- 
mons originated in the unofficial meet- 
ings of these burghers to decide what 
their representatives should say in the 
great council of the three estates. 
Advance Rapid 

It was. during th"e reign of, Elizabeth 
that the nation began to take .'an ac- 
tive^ interest in. Parliament. Its ad- 
vancement during the years that fol- 
lowed was rapid, in spite -of its 'heavy, 
handicaps. " ! •^«ï~. v . — «u£iVi»<; 

The speaker disagreed with the opin- 
ion that "the British Parliament meets 
throws out a number of bills, takes 
two drinks of whiskey, and then goes 
home for two years." In Europe, said 
Mr. Thomson, Parliament seems to 
hâve, gone out of fashion. It has given 
way to "Insidious dictatorship," as wit- 
ness Russia, Italy, and Nazi Germany, 
—particularly the last. "Any sacrifice 
of parliamentary institutions involves 
the sacrifice' of democracy itself. 
Parliament is the only, possible instru- 
ment of government for the British 
people," he concluded.

This meeting, which was the 
first of the current session, opened 
with the election of officers and the 
discussion of plans for the coming 
year.

• Illness is' a social, not an individual 
problem, stated W. Braisted, and hence 
the need of adequate health service is 
becoming evident. Systems of compul- 
sory or voluntary health insurance 
have been adopted 'n Europe, although 
not as yet In Canada. Most of the 
provinces help to provide medical care, 
for the Indigent by subsidizing riospi- 
tals, but some other measure is proving 
itself necessary.. The efforts of phy- 
sicians to equalize matters by giving 
'free service to the poor and charging 
high fees to those who can afford to 
pay them has been shown to be im- 
practical, due to the unequal dlstribu- 
tion.of the wealthy classes. 

In conclusion, W. Braisted stated 
that some twelve undergraduates in 
medicine and two members of the 
faculty are giving close study to this 
problem and hope before long to for- 
mulate a basic plan for Canada.

From "Le Quartier Latin," Oct. Hthi 
JJERE is an extraot from a very in- 
teresting article by Paul Merriot 
dealing with leaders: 

"The main trouble about our gen- 
eration comes from the fact that we 
never' had any "leader." After the 
War there surged men the world over 
who we're men of action: Mussolini 
in Italy. Dolfuss in Austria, Hitler in 
Germany, Gombocs in Hungary; these 
were soldiers of the late War. In 
France, these who started the revolt 
of February 6th, werj veterans of the 
Battle of the Marnée The eulology of 
dictators, of hitlerism or fascism, does 
not Interest us. But we are interested 
In the mystery of "action." What 
have men of this generation, men who 
are 'more than 35 and less than 50, 
done for Canada? 

"Have people who, in 1910, were ap- 
plauding Bourassa. Asselln, Lavergne 
(real men of action), benefited through 
the experience of the Great War? Sure 
enough some showed their independ- 
ence at first by denouncing political 
inaction, proposing reforms, etc., and 
afterwards? . . . Many slowly subdued, 
have become functionaries and been 
silenced ' by government jobs, others 
have fallen into an easy skepticism; 
and today they affect to be sophisti- 
cated, despising petty politics ' and 
using toward youthful organizations 
words of a polished but hon-commital 
language. And this is why our gen- 
eration has had no true leaders."

es Harington Is chief- 
ly famous, as the inventor of the water 
closet. , In 1598 he installed the first 
automatic flushing water closet in his 
estate. His method of advertising and 
popularising his invention was to write 
a series of amusing pamphlets on its 
virtue. However only a few, of the new 
conveniences were installed, one in the 
Queen's palace, and the invention had 
to be remade within the last century. 

In his own time Harington was re- 
nowned as a poet. He produced gal- 
lant songs of love and also exerted his 
medieval wit In the first English trans- 
lation of "Arlosto. The first canto so 
shocked, yet pleased the Queen that 
he was banished from cvourt to hasten 
the production of the remalnlng cantos. 
Harington's fame still lives as the 
translator of the "School of Salernum" 
first published in Latin in 1484. 

Attractive Character 

Though he did not achieve any de- 
gree of success in the world or his day 
was banished from court to hasten 
ter, a saucy poet, a sharp observer, 
and apparently a typical Elizabethan 
courtier. • • 

'The second paper was presented by 
Harold Elliott. The subject "Tait Mc- 
Kenzie, M.D." was one of great interest 
to all McGill students. The famous 
sculptor was forced to work his way 
through McGill, at which he achieved 
scholastic distinction. At the same 
time he excelled in gymnastics, set an 
intercollegiate high jump record, and 
played on the football team. ' 

Acted as. Lecturer 

Shortly after graduating, he was lec- 
turing in anatomy at the University, 
and in artistic anatomy at the Art 
Oaliery. His first works were: trie 
'!Masks of Fatigue," which are on ex- 
hibition at the anatomical museum, 
and are famous throughout the world 
as lifelike expressions. His well-known 
casts "The Sprinter" and "The Ail- 
Round Athlete" were produced from 
the average measurements of many 
American athletes. They were so suc- 
cessful as to win places in 1904 in the 
Salon at Paris, and yet their author 
had> received no artistic education. 

His later works include "The Boxer," 
"The Wrestler," and "The Competitor," 
all showing healthy action. In 1904 
McKcnzie was appointed professor of 
Physical Education at, the University 
of Pennsylvania, which post he still 
occupies. 

During the war he was active as an 
organizer of physical training and in- 
spection of troops for the ■ armies of 
Great Britain, Canada, and' the United 
States. The war also led to four of 
his ■ most successful achievements, the 
war memorials of "The .Volunteer" in 
Almonte, Ont.; "The Homecoming;" in 
Cambridge, England; "The Victory" in 
the United States; and "The Call" in 
Edinburgh, Scotland. 

McKcnzie has exhibited several works 
nctably the" "Joy of ■ Effort" at the 
Olympic -Games, and his . genius has 
shown itself to rival that of the Ancient 
Greeks.

COMMENT 

OVERCROWDING IN THF. PRO- 
FESSIONS 

._, -' :••• • ' 

The seriousness of the dislocation of 
the economic and social order and 
immediate need for radical reconstruc- 
tion is never sufficiently realized by the 
professional class until they themselves 
suffer as the so-called labouring class 
have suffered for years. Today finds 
not only the workers bereft of all pos- 
sible means . of earning a livelihood 
but also great numbers of doctors, law- 
yers, engineers, ministers and teachers. 
Some time ago it was estimated that 
about a hundred and fifty of the medi- 
cal fraternity, were compelled, to "go 



or engaged in work which might well 
be performed by the uneducated and 
untrained. Thousands of ministers are 
living on the charity of their flocks, 
and many of Ithe legal professions have 
been forced to close their offices. The 
Toronto' Daily S,tar: in a recent issue 
calls attention to the appalling fact 
that there are almost' 2,000 public 
school teachers and approximately 500 
high school teachers unemployed. 
There are 220 ^ligh school teachers on 
the Toronto "occasional" list looking 
for a day's work now and then, but 
only a few getting it.^ 

The time-worn platitude that "there 
Is always room àt the' top" is. now 
clearly a lie. Hosts of capable doctors, 
dentists, engineers and lawyers find it 
impossible to practise, due to the con- 
gestion in tHèir particular professions. 

Meanwhile ambitious, hopeful fresh- 
men pour into the medical, engineering, 
dental and arts faculties and each year 
hundreds graduate Into a. society al- 
ready deluged with their ilk. It is re- 
ported that two years ago O.C.E.' turn- 
ed out something like 500 pedagogues, 
of whom not more than 150 obtained 
positions. Last 'year" about 400 were 
graduated. ... 

Dr. E. T. "Guest, chairman of the 
local board of education, is said to 
have claimed that the overcrowding of 
the teaching profession is due to the 
fact that lawyers, doctors, ministers and 
engineers, failing to make a success in 
these lines, ..have turned to education. 
In other words, College of Education 
is the dumping ground of failures and 
misfits in othei^ vocations. No doubt 
this is true of many who eventually 
end up at the Blôor'ëtreet institution. 
But surely.it would be more accurate 
to say that à large number, unable to 
obtain employment of any description, 
reluctantly register at O.C.E. With 
many students; O. C. E; lj a last resort. 

Obviously this «situation has a most 
disastrous effect •■•upon the education of 
the youth of ■ our province. Teachers 
who possess neither the inclination nor 
the natural aptitude for their work are 
being lnitalledi 'in ot'ir public schools 
and collcglatcs. At the very time when 
it is lmpsratlve that high educational 
ctandards ba maintained we find them 
actually, lowered.. 

The concern of those In authority 
ought to ba for the education of our 
youth and NOT for the unemployed. 
While there is a super-abundance of 

teachers the enrolment at O.C.E. ought

to be curtailed and the requirements 
for admission and graduation made 
more stringent.

consideration in view .of drawing up a 
trade agreement which will prove re- 
munerative to this country solely be- 
cause we are making certain concess- 
ions to our co-trader which, in his own 
eyes, arc of the utmost importance but 
which from our financial point of view, 
are really negligible. Coming back now 
to our original proposition of providing 
employment, it might be true that only 
a minority of these unemployed meas- 
ure up. Some might do so with a little 
further education. Cannot our uni- 
versities give extra courses for such a 
causé, especially our provincially-owned 
ones such as Toronto Varsity, or the 
Université de Montreal? Even suppos- 
ing the advisability of a small subsidy 
from its Provincial Government, would 
that be too much to ask of oui' legls- 



atures which, incidentally, waste many 
times the necessary amount in dis- 
graceful dole payments, repugnant to 
erstwhllo independent citizens of a free 
country.
